TAYLORVILLE, Ill., March 19. 

There is much talk here concerning 
a peculiar incident which occurred on 
Friday night in connection with Miss 
Emma Bond, the victim of last Sum- 
mer’s outrage. Since herjappearance 
before the Grand Jury sbe has been 
staying at the house of her uncle, 
Abner Bond, on the outskirts of the 
city. On the evening named the 
family were atsupper. Etta, sister of 
Emma, came out of the girls’ bedroom 
saying it was not necessary to send 
anyone in to stay with her while the 
family were eating; that Emma was 
sitting up, propped in bed, reading by 
lamplight, and seemed to feel very 
comfortable; but after a few min- 
utes Mrs. Abner Bond sent her little 
daughter into the room, and the girl 
came running back quickly, safing, 
“Oh, mamma, the room is dark and 
Emma is gone.”” Mrs. Bond scream- 
ed and the family ran to the room to 
find the bed empty. They searched 
the house and yard and found the af- 
flicted girl outside inan angle of the 
house, lying on the ground partially 
unconscious. They carried the girl 
back to her room, and while doing so, ; 
heard her rave of men with black 
masks on their faces. She has been 
in a semi-unvonscious state‘ever since, 
Among the suppositions is that of ab- 
duction. Some even hint at darker 
deeds. The accepted theory isthat in 
a fit of mental aberartion of mind she 
wandered from her room to the yard, 
where her strength failed ber and she 


A NEW PHASE. 
Attempted Assassination of & 
Woman who Opposes the Lead- 
ers of the Land League. 
Lonpon, March 18. 


Lady Florence Dixie was attacked 
at Windsor yesterday by two men | 
disguised in women’s clothes. Her | 
dress was cut with a dagger in several 
places, but she received no injury. 
Lady Florence was walking in a se- 
cluded spot near the woods when the 
men asked her what time it was. She | 
replied that she had no watch and | 
afterwards noticed that though they 
wore women’s clothes their faces had 
been shaved. Much alarmed, she 
started to walk away and was fol- 
lowed by the men, one of whom 
siezed her. She struggled to es- 
cape, but seeing their daggers fell 
in aswoon. This occurred at 40’clock 
in the afternoon, and she did not 
recover her senses until 4:45. The story 
of the affair was elicited from her only 
at intervals. The saving of her life is 
attributed to her St. Bernard dog, 
which, it is supposed, protected her 
while she lay in the swoon. Lady 
Florence had no reason to suspect im- 
mediate danger, although she had 
been somewhat fearful since the re- 
cent letter about the Land League. 
The last thing she remembers is one 
of the men pusbing 4 quantity of mud 
in her mouth. On her recovery she 
found both palms eut avross and her 
gloves severed, There were two dag- 
ger holes, two inches apart, in the 
right breast of ber dress, and a broad 
steel corset-rib had been broken by the 
weapon, which had penetrated to the 
inner lining of her dress at the first 
stroke and to her corset at the second 
stroke. Lady Florence supposes she 
struggled with the men, assisted by 
her dog, until the scoundrels 
were disturbed by a cart passing the 
woods. She received threatening let- 
ters while in Ireland recently. One 
of the men wore a green dress anda 
large hat with a veil. The veiled man 
attem pted the assassination.

A Busy Place -Pashing the Spring 
Work. : 

A GAZETTE reporter visited the 
asylum Saturday, and found it 
abo busiest place in the county. 
sopallliciions Dawson is doing 
good work Of the State’s farm. He 
has 85 patients at work on a ditch 
to convey water from the Sullivan 
ditch tu the grounds. The water 
in the asylum well is very low, 
making it necessary to hurry this 
work as fast as possible. The job 


will be completed this week, when 
300 inches of water will be turned 
in. This additional supply will 
give the farm all the water it can 
use, The Superintendent has clear- 
ed 62 acres of land from sagebrush 


and rocks and has it ready for seed. 


All this improvement has been 
made at a trifling expense to the 
people. Commissary Asa Dawson 
has had charge of the work and has 
worked such of the patients as were 


able thus making it unnecessary. 


to hire any labor. Twenty acres of 
the cleared land will be planted to 
potatoes and other vegetables, and 
the other 42 acres sown to wheat. 
Besides doing this outside werk the 


doctor is beautifying the grounds 
about the building and will set out 


1,000 trees this week. It will be 


gratifying to the people to know,
